MEMORIAL  EXHIBITION. 

In  connection  with  the  lectures  there  has  been  assembled 
from  the  resources  of  the  Library  an  exhibition  of  material 
illustrative  of  the  life  and  work  of  Shakespeare.  It  is  installed 
in  the  Exhibition  Room  of  the  Fine  Arts  Department  on  the 
Special  Libraries  floor,  and  is  divided  into  twenty  sections, 
designated  by  Roman  numerals. 

Limitations  of  space  make  it  impossible  to  show  more 
than  a  selection  of  the  important  books  and  pictures  in  the 
Shakespeare  collection  of  the  Library;  additional  material 
may  be  consulted  in  the  Barton-Ticknor  Library,  on  the  same 
floor  as  the  Exhibition  Room. 

A  brief  guide  to  the  exhibition  follows: 

I.  Early  collected  editions  of  Shakespeare's  works.  The 
four  seventeenth-century  Folios  are  shown:  of  the  Third 
Folio  there  are  two  editions,  dated  severally  1663  and  1664. 

II.  Important  collected  editions  of  later  date.  Of  these 
the  Boydell  edition  (1802;  9  vols.)  is  perhaps  the  most 
sumptuous  as  regards  typography  and  illustration;  that  of 
Halliwell-Phillipps  (1853-1865;  16  vols.)  the  most  ambitious 
and  complete  in  its  critical  apparatus;  and  the  tentative  edi- 
tion of  Scott  and  Lockhart  (1825;  vols.  2-4  only)  unquestion- 
ably the  greatest  rarity — the  sheets  were  sold  for  waste  paper 
after  the  Constable  failure,  and  the  copy  exhibited  is  believed 
to  be  the  only  one  in  existence. 

II.  Separate  plays,  in  the  probable  order  of  their  com- 
position. In  this  section  is  shown  the  first  edition — original, 
if  the  Library  possesses  it;  otherwise  a  facsimile  reprint — of 
every  play  of  Shakespeare  first  published  in  quarto  form. 
Of  the  plays  which  first  appeared  in  the  Folio  of  1623  (see 
Section  I),  the  earliest  quarto  edition  in  the  possession  of  the 
Library  is  exhibited.    In  connection  with  each  play  is  shown, 
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where  possible,  a  contemporary  copy  of  a  book,  or  books, 
from  which  Shakespeare  drew  material  for  the  play;  and  an 
adaptation  or  alteration  of  the  play  by  some  later  dramatist. 

IV.  Shakespeare's  poems. 

V.  Early  editions  of  plays  attributed  to  Shakespeare,  but 
now  believed  to  be  the  work  of  other  playwrights  (see  also 
the  title-page  of  the  Folio  of  1664,  in  Section  I). 

VI.  Translations  of  the  plays,  separate  or  collected,  into 
foreign  languages.  Of  special  interest  are  versions  in  Arabic, 
Japanese,  and  Esperanto,  and  the  "phonetic"  editions  of  A. 
J.  Ellis. 

VII.  "Shakespeare's  Library";  a  selection  of  school- 
books  of  Shakespeare's  day,  with  dictionaries,  and  editions 
and  translations  of  classic  authors.  (For  the  books  from 
which  Shakespeare  derived  material  for  his  plays,  see  Sec- 
tion III.) 

VIII.  Shakespeare's  autograph.  This  signature,  found 
on  a  scrap  of  paper  in  the  binding  of  a  book  published  in 
1603  by  Richard  Field,  with  whom  Shakespeare  had  business 
dealings,  is  believed  to  be  authentic;  if  so,  it  is  one  of  half-a- 
dozen  original  signatures  of  the  poet.  Facsimiles  of  others 
are  exhibited  alongside. 

IX.  Portraits  of  Shakespeare.  Probably  all  are  more 
or  less  ideal  except  the  Droeshout  engraving  and  the  Death 
mask  in  Stratford  Church. 

X.  Books  containing  early  allusions  to  Shakespeare  and 
his  work. 

XI.  Medals  struck  in  honor  of  Shakespeare. 

XII.  Pictures  of  monuments  of  Shakespeare. 

XIII.  Records  of  earlier  celebrations  in  honor  of  Shake- 
speare, beginning  with  the  Jubilee  of  1769.  Among  the 
exhibits  is  the  original  manuscript  of  Garrick's  "The  Jubilee," 
in  the  author's  handwriting. 

XIV.  The  music  of  Shakespeare.  This  section  includes 
the  original  airs  of  Shakespeare's  songs;  modern  music  com- 
posed for  words  by  Shakespeare;  and  operas  based  on  his 
plays. 

XV.  Pictorial  illustrations  of  Shakespeare's  plays. 

XVI.  Pictures  of  Stratford-on-Avon  and  other  places 
connected  with  Shakespeare's  career.  In  this  section  are 
displayed  copies  of  the  frescoes  on  the  walls  of  the  Guild 
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Chapel  of  the  Trinity  at  Stratford,  undoubtedly  familiar  to 
Shakespeare  as  a  boy;  these  frescoes,  uncovered  in  1804,  were 
later  destroyed;  the  plates  are  lent  by  Mr.  George  B.  Dexter. 


In  addition  to  the  foregoing  material  bearing  directly  on 
the  personality  and  fame  of  Shakespeare,  there  have  been 
included  in  the  exhibition  the  following  additional  series  of 
books  and  pictures,  of  collateral  interest: 

XVII.  Original  editions  of  the  works  of  Shakespeare's 
contemporaries,  published  durinsr  his  lifetime. 

XVIII.  Portraits  of  Shakespeare's  contemporaries. 

XIX.  Illustrations  of  the  theatre  in  Shakespeare's  time. 

XX.  Views  of  English  architecture  of  Shakespeare's  day.

Editions  are 
arranged  in  chronological  order,  and  the  statements  follow- 
ing each  date  give  the  name  of  the  editor  and  important 
facts,  if  any,  relating  to  each  edition.  These  statements  are 
not  transcripts  of  the  titles,  nor  have  they  any  bibliographical 
accuracy;  they  are  simply  descriptive  of  the  various  editions.

The  following  list  is  offered  as  an  aid  in  the  selection 
of  books  which  shed  light  on  Shakespeare  and  his  work.  No 
editions  of  Shakespeare's  text  are  given,  though  the  student 
will  require  the  Globe  edition,  for  its  line-numbering,  and  the 
Furness  Variorum,  which  is  a  mine  of  information  on  all 
possible  aspects  of  the  plays  which  it  includes.  In  the  com- 
pilation of  the  list,  the  chief  emphasis  has  been  laid  upon 
criticism,  but  there  have  also  been  included  dictionaries  and 
concordances,  books  upon  Shakespeare's  sources,  his  lan- 
guage, and  the  backgrounds  of  his  life,  and  general  works  on 
the  literature  and  history  of  his  age,  on  the  Elizabethan 
theatre,  and  on  dramatic  technique.  There  have  been  sub- 
joined in  a  separate  section  ten  titles  of  books  helpful  in 
introducing  children  to  an  acquaintance  with  Shakespeare.
